Receipt is acknowledged of a request for continued examination under 3 7 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
and a submission, filed on June 25, 2008. The submission, however, is not fully responsive to the prior Ollicc aclion. The MPEP 
section 706.07(h) states that an Apphcant may file a submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14 containing only an inlbrnialion disclosure 
statement (37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98) in an application subject to a notice of allowance under 35 USC 151, but not in an application 
where the last Office action is a final rejection or an Office action under Ex parte Quayle 25 USPQ 74, 453 OCi 2 1 3 (Comni'r Pal. 
1935), or in an application that is under appeal. In the instant case the Applicants filed a Notice of Appeal on November 30, 2007 
therefore this case is under appeal and the filing of only an information disclosure statement is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
action. Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete reply to the prior Office action, applicant is 
given a shortened statutory period of ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the mailing dale of this letter, whichever is longer, to 
submit a complete reply.
